Both  parties  lo  the  dispute  agreed 
to  accept  hb  findings  as  final  and 
blrvdins,  though  the  contract,  signed 
October  11.  ends  on  August  1.  1949. 
The  wage  Incresaat  are  retroactive 
to  August  1,  1947. 

The  10-cent  increase,  made  up  of 
seven  cents  granted  by  Canada 
Parkers  and  Bums  and  three  esnts 
aasrded  by  Mr  McTague.  brought 
the  hourly  wage  boost  to  the  10 
eenis  reached  Independently  In 
setilement  of  the  similar  strike  at 
Bwlft  Canadian  Company  plants.

Toharro  Taxation 

For  a long  time  now  there  has  been  Iritle 
excuse  in  Canada  for  the  excessive  amount  of 
taxation  that  is  being  levied  on  tobacco  in 
its  various  forms  A packet  ot  cigarettes 
which  costs  H cents  in  the  United  States 
sells  for  33  cents  in  Canada,  with  approxi- 
mately two-thirds  of  that  sum  representing 
direct  and  indirect  taxation.  1 he  recent 
bcx>.st  in  the  sales  price  of  cigarettes  by  two 
cents  per  packet  merely  increases  the  anomaly, 
and  also  the  indirect  effects  of  taxation 

Those  who  are  interested  in  figures  have 
worked  ouf  the  volume  of  taxation  whuh 
applies  on  cigarettes,  which  carry  only  part 
of  the  burden.  They  found  that  20  cents  on 
the  packet  represented  excise  levy  ar  $10  per 
1.000  cigarettes  On  top  of  that  there  is 
an  8 per  cent  .salr.s  lax.  Hidden  taxec.  u is 
contended,  raise  the  impost  to  a total  of  some 
23  cents  on  an  article  selling  formerly  for  ^3 
cents,  but  stn>n  at  33  cents  Similarly  on 
pipe  and  other  tobaccos  excessive  rates  cl 
imposts  arc  found. 

1 he  wildest  of  all  taxation  swings  is  that 
p1at.fd  on  the  common  packet  of  cigarette 
papers,  where  3 cents  was  the  ordinary  sales 
price  ot  the  article,  and  8 cents  direct  laxa 
tion  was  superimposed  during  the  war  on 
lop  ot  that.  T his,  of  course,  was  hitting  at 
the  poor  man's  .smoke  in  Canada,  with  taxa 
tion  very  considerably  more  tlian  the  value 
of  the  article  taxed  I rom  the  standpoint  of 
revenue  there  never  was  any  just  excuse  lor 
such  taxation  on  cigarette  papers,  much  as  it 
may  have  pleased  a cigarette  manutaciurer 

Likewise  from  the  standpoint  ol  revenue 
the  Dominion  with  .swollen  taxation  all 
round,  docs  not  need  to  adopt  punitive 
levies  of  this  or  anv  stmil.sr  order  During 
the  war  such  things  passed  along  with  the 
upheaval  of  the  limes  The  war  is  over 
now.  and  there  remains  no  good  reason  why 
Canadians  should  be  taxed  out  ol  a common 
comfort  in  this  lasjuon  Tobaeeo  is  as  use 
ful  in  most  homes  as  is  sugar,  nr  salt,  or  tea 
So  far  the  Government  have  not  proposed 
taxing  tea  by  130  per  cent  and  up  Why 
penalize  tobacco  ;*
